IT’S JUST NOT FAIR 

It is great that Scott Lingley wrote 
about Fair Trade chocolate products 
(‘Raising the chocolate bar,” SEE 
#724) since these products directly 
benefit the producers of cocoa. How- 
ever there was some information in 
the article that is misleading to the 
public. 

Green & Black's only produces 
one chocolate bar that is Fair Trade 
Certified (FTC). The rest of their 
product line is not FTC, so mention- 
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ing any of their other products 
would imply to your readers that 
these other bars are also produced in 
asimilar process as the Maya Gold 
bar. The Maya Gold bar is G&B’s 
flagship product and all other bars 
are riding on the coattails of its repu- 
tation—but in the big picture it is 
misleading the public. Endangered 
Species also produces a good-tasting 
chocolate bar and though they had a 
portion of their line FTC for about a 
year they have decided to do an in- 
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house “ethically traded” program. 
This does not involve the Fairtrade 
Labeling Organization (see 

www airtrade.net and www-flo- 
cert.net) which negotiates the stan- 
dards for all Fair Trade Certified 
products and authorizes certifiers in 
a variety of countries. In Canada the 
certifier is TransFair Canada 
(www.transfair.ca). 

Basically, if the product does not 
have the TransFair logo or another 
approved logo, it isn’t Fair Trade 
Certified. 

The Cocoa Camino chocolate bar 
that Mr. Lingley wrote about in the 
article does meet the FLO criteria—it 
is Fair Trade Certified and has certi- 
fied organic ingredients—and there- 
fore displays the TransFair Logo. 

Earth’s General Store (EGS) has 
been a leader in introducing Fair 
Trade Certified and certified organic 
products into the Edmonton market 
before TransFair Canada existed. We 
are now Edmonton's first and only 
100 per cent FTC coffee roaster. EGS 
offers what is probably the largest 
selection of FTC products probably 
in western Canada. We no longer 
carry Maya Gold or Endangered 
Species since these do not meet our 
standards. 

Please—when you are writing 
about these kinds of issues to raise 
awareness don’t give misleading 
information.

TRANSIT RIDERS INCREASE 


EDMONTON TRANSIT WAS IN A BRAGGING MOOD THIS WEEK 
when it put out a report on ridership numbers to city council. 

Transit ridership for September increased 12 per cent over 
last year and annual ridership numbers increased over the past 
three years, with 2.6 per cent in 2005, 5.2 per cent in 2006 and 
was expected to increase by 7.5 per cent this year. 

ETS presents programs like the university pass, employer 
subsidized passes, and the online store as reasons for the 
increases. While these programs—especially the U-Pass—are 
steps forward, population increases should also be factored into 
the equation. Edmonton grew by more than 120,000 people and 
the surrounding areas experienced huge jumps in population 
as well. The growing population gets blamed for much misery 
in the city, but there should be benefits—as in more efficient 
public transit.

The peace group Women in Black also made 
the white poppies available for one hour dur- 
ing a silent vigil in front of the Old Strathcona 
ss Noyggmber, Both the owner of 
" rest Michiel Kalmanovitch 
i age! of the Women in Black 
were sent céase-and-desist orders from the 
Royal Gatratiiam Legion, which holds ‘a copy- 
right on the poppy. After almost a year of legal 
wrangling, both Kalmanovitch and Hartnagel 
have agreed not to sell or distribute the white 
poppy, as neither had the financial resources 







to fight the case in court. 

Chidley understands the controversy. Be- 
sides her WWII vet father, she also has family 
fighting in Afghanistan, and her nephew will 
return there for his second deployment in 
January. She respects veterans and soldiers, 
but on November I she also wants to show 
her commitment to peace. 

“It just seems to me that no one wants to 
talk about the symbols of peace,” Chidley 
says. “We always seem to be shut out and 
made to feel as if we are some kind of fringe 
thing.” 

The red poppy is a symbol of remem- 


brance and was inspired by the description 

of the poppies that grew over the graves and 
battlefields of France in the poem “In Flanders 
Field” by Lieutenant Colonel John McCrae, a 
First World War medical officer, The symbol 
was adopted in 1921 and was made by veterans 
themselves until 1996. The poppy campaign 
currently raises $14 million each year in 
Canada. The money goes directly into a trust 


fund that stays within the city in which. i ce

Forbidden in Canada, the white poppy has 
a long history in England. The Peace Pledge 
Union currently sells white poppies though 
their website www.ppu.org.uk. Formed during 
the run-up to the Second World War in 1934, 
the PPU has provided support to conscien- 
tious objectors, organized protests to the 
Korean War, the Falklands war and the more 
recent wars in the Middle East. The group 
also provides education campaigns on the 
causes of war. The peace poppy was first 
created in the 1933 by the Women’s Co-opera- 
tive Guild as a symbol of peace to wear on 
Remembrance Day, and was later adopted by 
the PPU. The women involved in creating the 
white poppy had lost family and friends in the 


blue poppy. Let's have multicoloured poppies 
and we will distribute them for whatever we 
believe in.” 

He stresses that in Canada we traditionally 
wear only the red poppy and only as a symbol 
of remembrance. 

Others are not as bothered by the white 
poppy. When the controversy arose last year, 
Lou Marselje pinned an article about the white 
poppy to the bulletin board outside his office 
as a “point of interest.” Although the retired 
captain and current spokesperson at Canadian 
Forces Base Edmonton doesn't wear the white 
poppy, nor has he seen anyone on the base 
wearing one, he doesn't object to it. 

“As a solider, I’m not put into Canadian

society to be judgmental of others,” Marselje 
says. “My duties are to defend the rights of 
Canadians with my life. If that includes the 
right to wear whatever symbol they want, then 
that is good enough for us soldiers.” 


POPPY CONTROL 

The case of the white poppy is not the first 
time the Legion has shown its displeasure 
over certain uses of the symbol. 

“The white poppy campaign is a pacifist 
campaign. The Legion obviously wants to con- 
trol that, but the Legion also tries to control 
the use of the red poppy in all sorts of ways,” 
says Jack Granatstein, military historian and 
former head of the Canadian War Museum 
in Ottawa. When he placed a red poppy at the 
centre of the new museum's crest, the Legion 
spoke up, saying the museum should have 
asked permission first. Legion spokesperson 
Bob Butt says the Legion has intervened in 
hundreds of cases where the symbol or word 
“poppy” was used for profit or in a manner 
they deemed inappropriate. They've also asked 
the news website bourque.org to take down an 
image of a poppy, even though the site-owner 
Pierre Bourque intended it as a tribute. 

“Tt was deemed an inappropriate use of the 
poppy because it's a commercial site and we 
have no control over those sites,” says Butt. 
“All we can do is ask them to take it down.” 

Nor is the legion shy about stepping into 
areas where they don’t hold a copyright. In 
2006, the Legion fought the Canadian War 
Museum on the wording of a display about 
the bombings of German cities in the Second 
World War. The museum eventually capitu- 
lated to pressure and rewrote and extended the 
wording of the display.

Granatstein says the Legion has been 
“proactive” in pushing their image, especially 
during wartime. 

“It's important for the folks at home if you 
have people overseas,” he says. “People want 
to believe that their sons and daughters are 
doing important and useful things. If they are 
being put in danger, that’s necessary from the 
military's point of view. So it tries very hard 
to project an image of competence, efficiency, 
and good training. And to suggest that what 
it's doing is important and worthwhile.” 

Patricia Hartnagel, a Quaker and a member 
of Women in Black, says threatening her with 
a lawsuit didn’t help their cause. “Ina way, 
they really shot themselves in the foot,” she 
says. “Nobody would have paid attention to 
us for our one hour in front of the Strathcona 
Farmers Market, but because of all of this, it 
went around the world.” 

Although she had a few nasty responses and 
one disturbing early-morning phone call at 
her home during which someone called her a 
friend of the Taliban, she's also received many 
international e-mails asking where others can 
purchase the white poppies. She has pledged 
to only wear the white poppy this year, even 
though she, like fellow peace activist Marie 
Chidley, understands the importance of re- 
membrance that the red poppy invokes. 

“Our message, and the message of the white 
poppy, is that it's not enough just to remem- 
ber,” she says. “Of course you remember and 
you revere the sacrifice of all the people that 
died in the wars, but you also have to be more 
Proactive... It's just a reminder to people that 
you need to wake up and do something and be 
more involved and engaged in what's going on 
in the world.”

PEACE AND REMEMBRANCE 
Remembrance Day itself has evolved quite a 
bit over its 88-year history. “It has had its up 
and downs in popular support,” says Granat- 
stein. “Obviously, it's strong in times of war. 
I think the key thing is that in the last dozen 
years, Remembrance Day seems to have 
become much more popular, seems to have 
greater impact on the public.” 

He says this resurgence started with the 
50th anniversary of D-Day and VE Day in the 
mid-1990s, when CBC did extensive coverage 
of the occasion and got veterans talking about 
their experiences. The opening of the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier in 2000, the opening of 
the expanded war museum in 2005, the Vet- 
erans Affairs ad campaign “Canada Remem- 
bers,” and the expansion of Remembrance 
Day into Remembrance Week also had an 
impact. “The result is the papers will be full of 


coverage on Remembrance Day,” Granatstein 
says. “This is something that simply would 
not have happened 15 years ago.” 

But at what point do these events become a 
glorification of war? 

“I don't think it ever does,” says Granatstein. 
“There's too many dead for that. There’s no 
glorification in the great heaps of Canadian 
dead in the wars of the 20th Century. Where 
is the glory in that? No one for a minute 
thinks glory. No one thinks military prowess. 
This is about dead Canadians. I think you’ve 
missed the point.” 

But Granatstein's argument relies on the 
kind of emotional response that Hartnagel 
says deflects debate. It's the same kind of 
reasoning that's used when arguments erupt 
over public displays of the yellow ribbon. The 
slogan “Support Our Troops” doesn't seem 
appropriate, she says, because who doesn’t 









































want Canadian citizens to live and come home 
to their families? Certainly, both Hartnagel 
and Chidley want the best for the individual 
soldiers, They question the war itself. 

And Hartnagel says the actions of the 
legion have led to a chilling effect on dissent 
in Canada, and especially Edmonton because 
of the nearby CFB Edmonton army base. She 
says no one can get close to the issues because 
the emotional argument of “dead Canadians” 
stops any discussion in its tracks. 

“Oftentimes it seems that it's the glorifica- 
tion of war that we engage in on Remem- 
brance Day and not the process of democracy 
and diplomacy,” says Chidley. “We should take 
a minute to think about peace.”

PUBLIC WORKS 
(TUE, NOV 5) 


TRANSIT LAND 

THE NEW CITY COUNCIL’S FIRST 
meeting of the Transportation and 
Public Works committee got off toa 
roaring start. 

Bob Boutilier, the new manager of 
transportation, kicked off the orien- 
tation session with an aggressive list 
of his priorities for the department. 
He said that the department eats up 
too much time on internal consulta- 
tions and that he will work to get 
“shovels in the ground” faster. He 
says he’s also focused on obtaining, 
land for LRT and bus rapid transit 
routes decades before they are need- 
ed, as a cost-cutting measure. He's 
also looking to obtain or keep rights- 
of-way in order to keep costs down 
and avoid hassles for residents. A 
portion of the northeast LRT was 
built on the old CN right-of-way into

downtown, so the idea isn’t totally 
new. 

Ward 5 councillor Dave Thiele 
wanted to know why Boutilier 
wouldn't plan rapid transit along the 
right-of-way on 28th Avenue in Mill- 
woods before spending hundreds of 
millions of dollars on land else- 
where. 

“What the hell is going on?” 
asked Thiele. “I’m alarmed that it 
wouldn't be a part of your plan... 
Imata loss.” 

Although the city’s long-range 
plan does include a rapid transit 
route into Millwoods, the trans- 
Portation department has not decid- 
ed on specific routes. Boutilier 
promised to look into the 28th 
Avenue option. 


GREEN BUILDINGS 

DESPITE APPROVING A POLICY LAST 
session that all municipal buildings 
should be certified by the Canadian 
Green Building Council, the TPW 
committee agreed that two new 
municipal buildings would not be 
certified.

FAMILY FARE 

NEW ETS DAY PASSES FOR FAMILIES 
could be available as soon as Febru- 
ary, if city council approves. 

Last summer ETS ran a pilot pro- 
ject that offered family passes for 
$7.50 each that allowed two adults 
and four children 17 years and 
younger to travel all day on week- 
ends. During the experiment, pur- 
chases of the passes went up 150 per 
cent. ETS manager Charlie Stolte 
deemed the project a success and 
recommended ETS adopt the pass. 

Theresa Shea, a mother and transit 
rider, also urged the committee to 


approve the pass, but with some 
additions. She preferred the Victoria 
pass, which allows travel on week- 
days but only covers children under 
12. 

Stolte argued that ETS would lose 
money if it offered the pass on more 
days. The transit department esti- 
mates that Victoria loses between 
$500,000 and $750,000 on the pass 
During the pilot on weekend passes, 
ETS broke even. 

“Tm always happy to get people 
on the bus, if you give us the 
money,” he says 

In the end, the committee ap- 
proved a “Victoria-style” pass that 
covers one adult and up to four 
children under 12 on any day. If city 
council approves it, the new family 
pass could be available by March 
2008.

New militarism fuels hunger for tax dollars 


WITH OTTAWA EXPECTING A BUDGET 
surplus of more than $14 billion this 
year, the debate is on in earnest: 
Should there be tax cuts... or tax 
cuts? 

As federal surpluses have bal- 
looned wildly in recent years—theo- 
retically increasing our options as a 
country—in reality, most of the 
options have been quietly removed 
from the table. 

A front-page headline in the Glabe 
and Mail last week declared: 
“Swelling surplus heightens tax cut 
hopes.” Nowhere does the article 
mention the possibility that any of 
the swelling surplus could be invest- 
ed in social programs such as health-

almost all of Ottawa's new spend- 
ing. Canada will spend $19.4 billion 
on the military by 2010—an increase 
of $3 billion a year over our 2007 
military spending, and the highest 
level since World War II, notes 
Steven Staples, a defence analyst for 
the Canadian Centre for Policy 
Alternatives. 

All this is the product of heavy 
lobbying by Washington and corpo- 
rate and pro-military groups in 
Canada, such as the influential Cal-

care and education despite the fact 
that polls have consistently shown 
Canadians strongly favour this sort 
of social investment over tax cuts. 

While the Harper government 
avoids putting surplus funds into 
social programs, it has found a new 
favourite place to direct our surplus 
tax dollars: the military. 

One of the most dramatic 
changes—and one that has received 
surprisingly little attention in public 
debate—is the way Canada’s mili- 
tary has been on the receiving end of 


gary-based Council for Canadian 
Security in the 21st Century, whose 
founders include well-heeled mem- 
bers of the Canadian elite like 
Fredrik S. Eaton and Sonja Bata. 
While clearly pleased with 
Ottawa's higher military spending, 
the pro-military set sees these extra 
billions as just a prelude to still big- 
ger military budgets. For instance, 
another Calgary-based pressure 
group, the Canadian Defence and 
Foreign Affairs Institute, is advocat- 
ing pushing our military spending 
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to 1.5 or 1.6 per cent of GDP, which 
would divert an additional $6 billion 
a year or so to the military. 

These groups argue Canada 
spends less on its military than our 
NATO allies—a conclusion they 
reach by measuring military spend- 
ing as a percentage of GDP. Using 
this measure, our military spending 
looks smaller than that of Latvia or 
Slovenia or Estonia. But that’s only 
because Canada has a much bigger 
GDP than any of these tiny NATO 
countries. If we measure actual dol- 
lars spent, Canada spends vastly 
more—well over 10 times more— 
than these three little nations com- 
bined. In fact, Canada is now the 
sixth largest military spender in 
NATO, notes Staples. 

Canada’s increased military 
spending is of course funding our 
combat mission in Afghanistan—a 
mission that a majority of Canadians 
oppose but that the Harper govern- 
ment is keen to continue. On a CTV 
broadcast last April, then defence 
minister Gordon O'Connor ex- 
plained why Ottawa needed 120 
new tanks: “Afghanistan and these 
types of engagements are the future 
for 10, 15 years.” 

The Harper government has man- 
aged to cultivate a media image as 
moderate and well within the Cana- 
dian mainstream. But its spending 
priorities tell another story. While it 
has lavished money on the military, 
it has been miserly when it comes to 
social needs, even cancelling the 
fledgling national child-care pro- 
gram. 


But It’s hard to imagine that, if 
Canadians really understood the 
choices , they'd favour spending an 
extra $3 billion a year on the mili- 





tary—rather than on their own chil- 


dren.

Christian McPherson goes for the throat 





SIX WAYS TO SUNDAY 
By Chnistian McPherson 
Nightwood Editions. 216 pp. $19.95 





WHEN | READ THAT AUTHOR 
Christian McPherson had a degree 
in philosophy, I braced myself for 
his short story collection Six Ways to 
Sunday to contain some metaphysi- 
cal epiphanies—or least a couple of 
grad students offering Nietzschean 
asides. 

Well, there’s none of that. Six 
Ways to Sunday rarely stops to muse 
or analyze. McPherson goes straight 
for the throat. 

In his first story, “The Plastic Gar- 
den,” the reclusive Rumford retires 
early from his job building architec- 
tural models and, still living in his 
childhood home, dedicates Zoodle- 
fueled, solitary days to constructing 
replicas of St. Paul's Cathedral and 
the Tower of London. Although he 
has always found his fellow humans 
to be dull and impenetrable com- 
pared to model-building, Rumford 
meets the neighbouring Jackson 
family and makes an unprecedented 
connection, a bond cemented by the 
miniature animals his young neigh- 
bour Haley collects for her garden. 


We've all known people like 
Rumford (or at least J have)—a bril- 
liant, painfully childlike genius who 
finds pleasure in mathematical order 
but can’t grasp social nuances. When 
Rumford enters the realm of human 
affection, we can see that his old 
wounds are reopening, that his 
unguarded heart will be easily bro- 
ken. The story’s dismaying conclu- 
sion is a punch to the gut that rings 
almost too true to bear. You might 
be tempted to put the book aside for 
awhile, not ready to tackle another 
tale so gut-wrenching, so soon. 

But this first story stands apart 
from the others, which are neither as 
distressing nor as well-realized. 
McPherson populates the rest of his 
book with drug dealers and strip- 
pers, pool sharks and gambling 
addicts, all of them wasting their 
young lives in Ottawa's scuzziest 
bars and cockroachiest apartment 
buildings. 

As these down-and-out antiheroes 
steal and cheat, scream and yell and 
lose their virginity, Six Ways to Sun- 
day takes us for a fast and furious 
ride, and one that’s sad and dirty 
and mesmerizing, much like 
McPherson’s toothless old woman in 
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the “ratty fur coat with a dead fox 

around the collar,” who chuckles, 

uncomprehending, from the shad- 
ows of Lucifer’s Tavern. 

You can taste the cigarette smoke 
and the stale beer; you cansmell The 
Pineapple Thai Village’s unhygienic 
kitchen, feel the grease as it settles 
into your acne-ridden skin. 

Unfortunately, McPherson strug- 
gles, usually in vain, to develop his 
characters beyond caricature. He 
builds each fraught situation to an 
explosive climax and then tacks on a 
disappointing ending—tangential, 
shallow, or in some cases, strangely 
resembling a “lesson” of the After- 
school Special variety. 

“Stargazing” reads a bit like a 
Trailer Park Boys episode, with the 
criminal father, more dimwitted 
than menacing, steering his good- 
hearted son toward a life of crime— 
but the tale lacks humour and levity 
The cosmos conspire, through a 
series of coincidences, to unite lovers 
and snacks in “Chilidog Love,” and 
“Lucky Break” depicts a housewife 
pulled into the dreaded VLT vortex. 
“Clown Face” attempts some mild 
profundity when its thirtysomething 
raver falls for a clown in full makeup 
before seeing her face. In the final 
story, “Killer Dope,” McPherson 
gets the Tarantino-esque thoughtless 
violence and gore bang-on but miss- 
es any irony or emotional resonance 
that would make the story memo- 
rable and meaningful rather than 
simply grotesque. 

But McPherson’s writing is never 
boring; say what you will, but if you 
start this book you're unlikely to put 
it down until you've read every 
word. 

This is a book to devour (and to 
follow with a hot shower) and 
McPherson is a writer to watch. As 
he develops stronger characters and 
follows through to stronger endings, 
his stories could all be as poignant 
and nauseatingly real as his best.

IT’S A BIT OF AN OVERSIMPLIFICATION,

HOW FITTING. AS KEYBOARDIST 
Nathan Reimer of Winnipeg’s 
Moses Mayes gets on his cellphone 
while his band makes its way from 
Canmore to Calgary, a barely deci- 
pherable chiming can be heard on 
his end of the line. 

“Are you close to an ice cream 
truck?” Lasked. 

“No,” he laughs. “We're listening, 
to Herbie Hancock.” 

Hancock, of course, particularly 
with his breakthrough track “Rock- 
it,” could be credited with single- 
handedly birthing the now- 
omnipresent hybridization of jazz 
and electronic music, which includes 
Moses Mayes among its adherents. 
Turns out the band even got to share 
a stage and meet their hero in Saska- 
toon a few years ago. 

“He did a perfect imitation of our 
saxophone player and basically said 
he thought it was great,” Reimer 
recalls. “Nothing too specific, but 
that’s fine. In terms of the music that 
we pull a lot of our inspiration from, 
Herbie Hancock is right at the top of 
that list.” 

When the band, initially an eight- 
Piece, first got together, their sound 
was largely shaped by their then- 
drummer's obsession with dance 
music and the other musicians’ jam- 
based approach to jazz and funk. 
“What we ended up with was a 
combination of players who were 
into a lot of the [jazz] fusion stuff 
and [our drummer] just knowing 
that house beat through and 
through,” Reimer says. “I have yet to 
Meet anyone who knows the finer 
points of a house beat more than he 
does.” 

It proved to be a winning combo, 
and soon Moses Mayes was spread- 
ing the groove all across Canada, 
teleasing two long-players and an 
EP and grabbing support slots not 
only with Hancock but the late 
James Brown as well. Then, during 
the period preceding the recording 
of their third album proper, Sacond 
Ring, the band went through some- 
thing of a transition period. Mem- 
bers a getting older and pursu- 
ing diverging career paths, leavi 
the trio of Reimer, turntablist Gate

Paley, and guitarist Mark Penner to 
deal with the band full-time, hiring 
out musicians to fill the roster on an 
as-needed basis. 

“It’s tricky, actually,” Reimer says 
“A lot of our ability to tour or not 
tour comes from whether or not we 
can find the musicians. It took a long 
time, close to deadline, on this one 
just to find a drummer. Our saxo- 
phone player has just recently 
moved out to Toronto, but we really 
like and want him so we had to fly 
him back, and our drummer, in fact, 
lives in Canmore. We actually have 
to pull from several different cities 
across Canada in order to make any 
sort of tour happen.” 

As such, the live Moses Mayes 
experience very much depends on 
whoever they have on tour with 
them—and with three drummers 
with varying backgrounds to choose 
from, the band’s sound changes 
wildly from incarnation to incarna- 
tion. “One summer,” Reimer says, 
“because of the drummer and the 
horn player we had, we were able to 


do more of the fusion-y type stuff, 
whereas some tours, when we’ ve 
got our original drummer, we focus 
more on that housier side of things.” 

However, Reimer says the revolv- 
ing door of players has been educa- 
tional, at least for those on the inside, 
with the core lineup learning and 
adjusting to new techniques the 
hired help brings to the table (or 
more accurately, to the touring van). 
Those long stretches on the road, he 
says, are often used to discuss and 
fine-tune their sound. 

Which leaves me guiltily wonder- 
ing if I've interrupted just such a ses- 
sion. 

“No, that was just mellow, chill- 
out time,” Reimer assures me. “But 
it's not uncommon for that to hap- 
pen, to be listening to something and 
pretty soon you're discussing back- 
ing up solos and how to come up, 
say, behind a saxophone solo and 
make that more effective. It's always 
about trying to push things to make 
our music as good as possible.”

The gay 
bar was one of very few clubs in the 
Taiwanese capital to play anything 
approaching underground dance 
music (back then, anyway), and Bur- 
ridge was a favourite of TeXound’s 
sweaty, shirtless masses.

mix of electronic music he’s done 
yet. Widely regarded as a tech-house 
DJ, his style could accommodate a 
potpourmi of adjectives: “futuristic,” 
“groovy,” “deep,” “minimal,” 
“eclectic” and just plain “weird.” 
Indeed, Balance is hot stuff for dark 
rooms. 

“It’s an idea I’ve had for a long 
time,” he continues. “1 find all that 
music really beautiful and nice to lis- 
ten to. But I always felt the need to 
put out something that is more 
peak-time dancefloor stuff. I wanted 
to make a mix that you could put on 
before you went out or when you 
came home. And if you turn it up, 
it’s still very danceable.” 

To his way of thinking, the Balance 
mixes are sets that most closely 
resemble his work in Tyrant— 
Tyrant being a clubbing concept 
Burridge launched with DJs Sasha 
and Craig Richards in the late ‘90s, 
though in the end it would be Bur- 
ridge and Richards who ran with the 
idea. And the idea was a simple one: 
just playing good music. The Tyrant 
sound encompasses a blend of 
house, breaks and techno. The first

Tyrant mix set is one of the best- 
reviewed DJ mix albums of the last 
decade. Accordingly, Burridge says 
fans can count on hearing another 
Tyrant mix in the near future. Same 
goes for releases on his label, Almost 
Anonymous. 

While Tyrant might have 
launched Burridge’s name world- 
wide, Burridge’s skills, his dedica- 
tion to playing, and his ever-grow- 
ing vinyl collection have kept him 
booked solid ever since. (His collec- 
tion contains a whopping 30,000- 
plus records.) He’s equally famous 
for his willingness to support chari- 
ties like NextAid and his love of a 
good party or even messier afterpar- 
ty. It can be tiring, he admits, but it 
never gets tiresome. 

“If it ever does, I guess I'll stop,” 
he says. “But I’ve never felt like that 
It’s fantastic being a DJ and getting 
paid to play the music I love. If there 
was no more money in it, I’d still do 
it even if I was doing something else. 
I still get the same buzz I did when | 
first started—and that was 24 years 
ago.”

Former hobbit Bryce Kulak returns to his roots as a cabaret crooner

TWO YEARS AGO, LIKE SO MANY 
musicians before him, singer/song- 
writer Bryce Kulak left Edmonton to 
make the trek out to Canada’s music 
mecca (also known as Toronto). 

But unlike those displaced bands 
seeking riches at the end of a busy, 
overcrowded rainbow, Kulak did so 
fora reason other than to “get big,”

so to speak. 

“Twas a part of the world pre- 
miere of the Lord of the Rings musical, 
which is now running in London's, 
West End,” Kulak says. “I was cast 
as a hobbit so I spent almost a year 
as a hobbit, playing the role of Pip- 
pin. It was incredibly, incredibly 
hard. It was grueling. When I fin- 
ished the show last September, I was 
the skinniest I’ve ever been in my 
entire life. [had been running and 
sweating for an entire year. It was 
ike being in boot camp.” 

The classical jazz pianist is proud 
of his involvement in one of the 
most elaborate stage productions 
ever mounted outside Broadway, 
out is quick to admit he’s happy to 
sit in front of the piano once again. 
The premature end of Lord's run in 
September 2006 may not have glad- 
dened the hearts of investors, but it 
did give Kulak the time to record his 
first full-length album, Tin Can Tele- 
' phone. In contrast to the grandiose 
scale of Lord of the Rings, with its $30 
million budget, Tin Can Telephone 
evinces a childlike curiosity and the 
nostalgia for olden-day cabaret per- 
formances (think Frank Sinatra, or 
Norah Jones with a bit more spunk). 

Kulak grew up onstage, acting in 
theatrical productions and perform- 
ing classical piano, so the whimsical 
pop of Tin Can Telephone came natu- 
rally to him. “My music is'very dra- 
matic and it’s very much about sto- 
rytelling,” Kulak says. “It’s very 
character-driven, image-driven, and 
there are lots of fantastical images 
and whimsical turns of sway. I like 
the sound of language, the way 
words interact and rhymes and jokes 
arise out of visuals and double 
entendres. In that way, my music 
relates a lot to theatre.” 

Cabaret music sounds like a blast 
from the past: it seems especially 
odd that it’s being reinvigorated by 
such a young musician, but Kulak 
thinks the genre is the perfect fit for 
his talents. “I would like to think —~ 
that as a young male piano player, 
there's nota lot of other people 
doing what I'm doing here in Cana- 
da,” Kulak says. “The cabaret scene

has suffered for a number of years 
from lack of original material. Some 
people in the jazz cabaret side of 
things end up singing the same stan- 
dard Gershwin, Irving Berlin, or 
Rodgers and Hammerstein songs all 
the time because it’s a semi-blank 
canvas where people can be within 
their own artistic sensibilities. 

“But then,” he continues, “there’s 
the other side of cabaret that 
involves people covering songs from 
the musical theatre repertoire. Obvi- 
ously, there’s a lot of crossover 
between those two camps, but so far 
I don't really fit into either. I'm kind 
of creating new music in that same 
vein with a more modem and Cana- 
dian twist to things.” 

One of the most telling songs on

the album is the title track, which 
Kulak describes as an honest, raw 
love song. Really, though, it’s a lost 
love song about the invisible connec- 
tion you can have with someone 
you've loved or had a close relation- 
ship with and are separated from. 
You wonder if that person, on the 
other side of the globe, is thinking 
about you while you’re thinking of 
them. 

“Tlove painting pictures in peo- 
ple’s minds,” Kulak says excitedly. 
“Some people have said to me that 
they saw an entire movie when I’m 
singing a song. That's really cool to 
me—being able to open people’s 
brains and put movies in there while 
I’m playing.”

Lars and the Real Girl artfully redeems tasteless premise

LARS AND THE REAL GIRL HAS A 
premise thal sounds like it barely 
has enough potential to fill out a 
four-minute sketch, the kind they 
bury in the last 10 minutes of Satur- 
day Night Live. It’s the story of Lars 
Lindstrom (Ryan Gosling), a man 
living in a snowbound small town in 
what looks like North Dakota or 
Minnesota—although he's so 
painfully shy thathe'd probably 
bundle up in sweater and down- 


filled jackets even if helivéd in 
southern California. One day, he 
orders a “RealDoll”—an expensive, 
anatomically correct female sex 
i ver the Internet... 

and then introduces the dead-eyed 
“Bianca” to his brother Gus and his 
wife Karin as his new girlfriend. 

Lars is obviously nuts—he even 
hears Bianca talking to him—but 
Karin decides to follow the advice of 
the local psychiatrist and indulge his 
harmless delusion. Before long, the 
entire town is joining in, and Bianca 
starts to take ona “life” of her own. 


=» (She even gets elected to the school 


board.) Picture a cross between Har- 
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vey.and one of those insane-ventrilo- 
quist movies like Dead of Night or 
Magie—and then picture the whole 
improbable combination actually 
kind of working—and you'd have 
Lars and the Real Girl. 

I think I admire Lars and the Real 
Girl more as a technical feat of 
screenwriting and directing—for its 
ability to hit the right blend of 
whimsy and realism and for the way 
it sustains its unlikely premise— 
than for anything it has to say about 
love or loneliness. The filmsucceeds 
more because of what it artfully 
leaves out than what it shows us: 
screenwriter Nancy Oliver (who also 
wrote several episodes of Six Feet 
Under) and director Craig Gillespie 


(whose only other film, weirdly 
enough, is Mr. Woodaock) never 
show Lars dressing Bianca, or pos- 
ing her, or putting her in any kind of 
undignified situation. 

There are no villains in the film 
either—no one to speak up and 
make the common-sense observa- 
tion that Lars’ fixation on Bianca is 
actually pretty creepy. (No one 
except Gus, that is, but he agrees to 
put up with the situation for Karin‘s 
sake.) And the film carefully dodges 
the issue of what Bianca was built 
for as well—Lars, we're told, is 
saving himself for when they get 
married. Actually, Lars is such a 
timid character that having sex with 
Bianca seems like the furthest thing

from his mind. She’s a companion— 
Wilson the volleyball from Cast 
Away, only with breasts and a vagi- 
na. 


Ryan Gosling goes a long way 
towards making this project work. 
But even this aspect of the film is 
something I feel a lot of ambivalence 
about. It’s an inventive, meticulously 
detailed portrait of a closed-off man, 
a symphony of nervous, tight smiles, 
distracted head movements, 
hunched body language, topped off 
with a head of greasy, badly combed 
hair and garnished with a mousy lit- 
tle mustache. When Lars goes to a 

party, his idea of dancing is to stand 
in the middle of the floor, scrunch 
his eyes closed, clench his fists, and 
rock tensely back and forth roughly 
in time to the music. 

Gosling is kind of amazing in this 
scene (it helps that the song is Talk- 
ing Heads’ “This Must Be the Place,” 
surely one of the most transcendent 
pop songs ever written), but after a 
certain point, his performance starts 
to seem too self-contained for its 
own good. It’s one of those “virtu- 
oso” one-man-band roles that so 
many hot actors love to tackle— 
Kevin Spacey and Johnny Depp 
have built their careers on them— 
where everything in the movie is set 
up to indulge their acting choices, so 
much so that they’re not even 
required to have chemistry with 
their co-stars. 

That said, Gosling has an earnest, 
boyish charm that’s hard to resist— 
especially when he takes Bianca oul 
to the forest and sings “L-O-V-E” to 
her at the top of his lungs. To my 
surprise, the preview audience I saw 
Lars and the Real Girl with was com- 
pletely won over by it, but I doubt 
whether it will turn into another Lit- 
tle Miss Sunshine at the box office. It’s 
too sweet and Capra-esque for the 
indie crowd, but the premise will 
probably be too off-putting for the 
multiplexers. 

And who does that leave to go see 
it? Are there enough members of the 
doll-fetish community to make this 
thing a hit? And if they show up 
with their “girlfriends,” will the the- 
atre staff honour the spirit of the 
movie and charge them for the extra 
ticket?

“WE HAVE COME TO THE AGE OF 
Double Men,” somberly reflects 
Jean-Paul Belmondo in the middle of 
Pierrot le Fou, Godard’s 10th full- 
length film, a pop culture and politi- 
cal tract superimposed over a decon- 
structed gangster film. “We don’t 
need mirrors anymore to talk to our- 
selves... We are made of dreams and 
dreams are made of us.” 

Now there's a philosophical state- 
ment you don’t often hear from 
bourgeois men fleeing their stultify- 

ing home lives, but for the hero of a 
Godard film, these are standard 
quandaries in which to find oneself.

As Ferdinand (later morphing © 
into Pierrot), Belmondo ditches his» 
wife and takes up with his ex-lover 
Marianne (Anna Karina), a babysit- 
ter with a dead man in her apart- 
ment and a collection of guns 
against the wall. Soon on the run 
from gangsters, the couple hit the 
toad Bonnie and Clyde-style, steal- 
ing cars and speaking to each other 
i fragments of dialogue from Holly- 
wood films. Ultimately blank char- 
acters through which the director 


Of '60s sloganeering and cool postur- 
ing, dissonant changes in mood and 





style—from slapstick to musical 
numbers, jarring violence to gentle 
whimsy. 

Much of the film’s reputation rests 
ona small group of critics who 
found its loose structure and anar- 
chic sensibility a perfect canvas on 
which to work out their cinematic 
programs. It can be a tough slog for 
anyone not willing to suspend their 
belief in what a film “should” or 
“shouldn't” be. The satirical ele- 
ments—characters speaking in inane 
ad slogans, constant pop culture ref- 
erencing—now seem rather studied 
and obvious, the politics didactic 
and forced. 

All that being said, it would be a 
mistake to think of the filmas yet 
another entry in the long list of drea- 
ry Forced Marches Through Impor- 
tant Films. Pierrot le Fou has spark, a 
bright and appealing quality that 
somehow sneaks through the showy 
avant-garde filmmaking. Whether 
it’s because Godard can’t quite hide 
his love of old Hollywood, or that 
(like Bob Dylan, one of his occasion- 
al points of reference), he’s lucked 
into the filmic equivalent of his 
“wild, thin mercury sound,” Pierrot 
Je Fou retains a giddy sense of 
urgency and even fun. 

Godard has garnered much 
acclaim for his inventive direction 
and use of narrative-breaking tech- 
niques, but the praise needs to be 
spread around. Plaudits must also 
be bestowed on cinematographer 
Raoul Coutard, who Scorsese later 
roped in to do much the same work 
in Taxi Driver and who offers up 
beautiful Cinemascope camerawork 
that still looks as startling today as it 
did 42 years ago. The vaunted 
improvisational scenes might lag 
but, as with free jazz, when they hit 
the mark there's an immediacy that 
can’t be captured through conven- 
tional filmmaking. Belmondo is Bel- 
mondo—still channeling Bogart as 
he did in Breathless, still striking 
poses—while Karina manages to 
escape Godard’s usual painting of 
women as deadly and unpredictable 
minxes through sheer force of 
charisma. 

The new 35mm print of Pierrot le 
Fou will be a delight for those used 
to the washed-out video copies mak- 
ing the rounds—and for newcomers, 
it’s a chance to see one of the sources 
from which many of today’s hip ° 

oung filmmakers cannibalized their 
ideas.

Boy, this oy a 1 cheap-looking pic- 
ture—a segment set on a snowy 
mountaintop in Afghanistan is one 
of the most stagebound pieces of stu- 
dio filmmaking this side of the cop 
shows Universal Pictures cranked 
out in the early ’70s—and the pres- 
ae list stars like Tom Cruise, 

leryl Streep, and Robert Redford 
whe also directed) only makes the 
artifice of the film that much more 
jarring. It’s a movie that seems like 
it’s being performed in front of stage 
flats—you half-wonder why Red- 


ford didn’t do away with sets alto- 
gether and film it Dogvillestyle on 
an empty soundstage. 

Or an Off-Broadway theatre. Per- 
haps there, Lions for Lambs wouldn't 
have seemed so talky and inert as it 
does onscreen, and its unusual struc- 
ture might have seemed more inno- 
vative. Lions for Lambs takes place 
roughly in real time, in three differ- 
ent locations. 

In Washington, a hawkish young 
Republican senator named Jasper 
Irving (Cruise) invites veteran liberal 
reporter Janine Roth (Streep) into his 
office to leak her an exclusive story 
about a bold new military initiative 
to take the high ground in 
Afghanistan; in Afghanistan itself, 
where the mission has gone disas- 
trously wrong, two injured Ameri- 
can soldiers await the rescue heli- 
copter, hoping that the enemy 
doesn’t get to them first; and on the

campus of what the film cryptically 
refers to simply as “a California uni- 
versity,” glamourous but aging poli 
sci prof Stephen Malley (Redford) 
tries to shake one of his students out 
of glib apathy and into action. (As it 
turns out, those two soldiers in 
Afghanistan are Redford’s former 
students, who were inspired to enlist 
by his “don't sit back, stand up” 
rhetoric.) 

Wearing his weathered face and 
his faded denim shirt with equal 
pride, Redford is a welcome, charis- 
matic presence as Dr. Malley—only 
his sixth onscreen performance in 
the last decade. He brings an 
amused levity to his give-and-take 
with Andrew Garfield as his cynical 
problem student that softens what 
could have been a much preachier 
role. And Tom Cruise gives his most 
focused performance since Magno- 
lia—can it be a coincidence that both 
roles involve long, tense showdowns 
with smart female reporters deter- 
mined to peel away the mask he pre- 
sents to the public? 

Screenwriter Matthew Michael 
Carnahan (who also wrote the 
much flashier Middle East action 
picture The Kingdom) is onto some- 
thing with this script. Anyone who's 
ever mocked George W. Bush from 
the safety of their living-room couch 
will probably feel their conscience 
pricked by the film’s argument that 
criticism that isn’t backed up with 
some kind of action—what one 
might call “Daily Show activism’ — 
doesn’t count for much, especially 
now, when the global stakes are 
so high. 

But Carnahan and Redford’s 
schematic presentation of this theme

other’s punchlines, one argument 
neatly dovetailing into the oppo- 
nent’s response, everyone able to 
summon precisely the statistic or 
historical quotation at the exact 
rhetorical moment it’s required. It’s 
the difference between watching a 
friendly rally and watching a bloody 
tennis match—the characters in 
Lions for Lambs always seem to know 
ahead of time where the ball is going 
to land. 

Lions for Lambs is the first film 
Cruise and his producing partner 
Paula Wagner have shepherded into 
theatres in their new roles heading 
up United Artists, the once-dormant 
company freshly revived as a bou- 
tique studio under the aegis of 
MGM. I doubt people will remem- 
ber much about this cautious piece 
of middlebrow entertainment five 
years from now, but I doubt 
whether Cruise is all that worried 
about looking like a movie execu- 
tive. If Lions for Lambs is anything to 
go by, he’s more interested, eerily 
enough, in looking presidential.

great, in theory. Sitting through 88 
minutes of it however, is sometimes 
not. Truth be told, halfway through 
Aacts of Imagination—an awkward, 
amateurish tale of history and immi- 
gration—I was almost ready to sell 
my soul and rent Spider-Man 3. 

The story, written by playwright 
Michael Springate, follows Ukrain- 
ian siblings Katya (Stephanie Hayes) 
and Jaroslaw (Billy Marchenski) as 
they attempt to leave their gloomy 
past behind them and start afresh in 
Canada. Katya, it seems, struggles 
on the brink of mental illness as she 
pieces together the circumstances 
surrounding the death of her par- 
ents, while the newly christened 
“Jerry” fails to keep his job, impress 
his Korean girlfriend, or convincing- 
ly hang on to his accent through an 
entire scene. 

Things make more sense when we 
take into account that this is the first 
feature film for documentary film- 
maker Carolyn Combs, who has 
taken a screenplay with definite 
potential and attempted to turn it 
into another documentary. 
Although there is some notably 
lovely cinematography—from

orange-peeling close-ups to big-sky 
pans—the clichéd dramatic devices 
(we've seen sex scenes shot this way 
100 times) and irritatingly shaky 
camerawork only add to the fresh- 
out-of-theatre-school vibe. 

Hayes and Marchenski make the 
best of what they’re given, but these 
damaged characters probably 
required more accomplished actors 
to bring them to life. Jaroslaw’s ever- 
present sneer and Katya’s unflinch- 
ing severity mean that neither char- 
acter is in any way compelling, nor 
do they ever really earn the viewer's 
empathy, despite their miserable cir- 
cumstances. 

In fact, one of the movie's stranger 
aspects is the unspoken incestuous

desire that exists between the two 
siblings. But this element of the film 
seems to be entirely unintentional— 
an accidental result of the fact that 
Marchenski has more chemistry 
with Hayes than his on-screen lover 

The ridiculously wooden support- 
ing cast, none of whom have acted 
ina feature film before, does nothing 
to help matters. Julian Samuel, who 
plays Katya’s older Indian lover, 
spends most of his scenes gazing in 
the general direction of her breasts 
while spouting theories on socialism 

To be fair, Combs and Springate 
have admirable ambitions for the 
film, but they are constantly lost in 
long-winded dialogue, jerky flash- 
backs, stagy acting, and an especially 
tedious dancing scene. When Katya 
eventually “explains” the great 
famine, her words.come across as 
preachy and rehearsed; and her 
habit of becoming her mother while 
constructing her memories is both 
annoying and stilted. 

The fact that there are so many 
Canadians of Ukrainian heritage an 
the fact that Ukraine's story is so 
painful means that this subject mat- 
ter is undeniably important. But 
telling a depressing story in such a 
depressing way is neither memo- 
rable nor commendable. I’m not 
looking for the big-budget effects of 
Spider-Man—all I want is some 
decent acting, a tight script.and, as 
the title suggests, a little imagination

WELL, ALL RIGHT THEN—NOW HERE'S 
a fascinating story sprung from that 
seemingly bottomless reservoir that 
houses the history of America’s most 
committed free-market entrepre- 
neurs: the organized crime boss. 

Amenican Gangster tells the story of 
Frank Lucas who became the heroin 
king of Harlem in the early ‘70s by 
using his connections in Vietnam, 
where he served, to cut out middle- 
men and buy primo-grade smack 
directly from southeast Asia by hav- 
ing the goods shipped to the U.S. 
inside coffins coming back from the 
war zone. 

Unfortunately, those whose inter- 
est is piqued by the case should seek 
out the New York magazine article 
the film is based on, thereby saving 
themselves an often portentous drag 
of a movie experience. 

Sure, Denzel Washington, an actor 
of many accolades, some of them 
even well-deserved (his turn 
towards villains has been especially 
welcome; the Oscar he won for 
Training Day may have been com- 
pensation for his more serious per- 





formances in other films, but at least 
the movie was fun), has a sharp and 
commanding presence here. But his 
approach to characterizations in 
Serious Cinema—virtually every 
movie he appears in these days, real- 
ly—is to move with such fastidious 
earnestness and build up an impene- 
trable facade that conceals any of the 
nuances and quirks that would con- 
stitute someone truly human, cold- 
blooded killer or no. 

It doesn’t help any though that 
half the movie's running time is 
devoted to Crowe's Richie Roberts, a 
by-the-book cop who busts col- 
leagues on the take and, of course, 
makes a few enemies along the way. 
Roberts’ story is a good one in its 
own right, but meaty little contradic 
tions about the guy—such as how he 
refuses to give in to police corrup- 
tion but asks a friend to lie on the 
stand about his own character dur- 
ing a custody fight with his ex—are 
barely left examined. Like Washing- 
ton, the equally poker-faced Crowe 
doesn’t upset the importance of the 
proceedings with anything that 
could be considered a dynamic turn 
of character.

make too many different movies in 
his quest for an epic: he throws ina 
little bit of Michael Mann‘s Heat, a 
dash of De Palma’s Scarface, a touch 
of Lumet’s Serpico, and pays more 
than a few debts to Scorsese, espe- 
cially a montage that reveals the 
backbone of heroin processing ops, 
Set to the backbeat of Sam & Dave's 
buoyant “Hold On.” (Derivative as it 
is, this sequence is the most enjoy- 
able part of the film, if only because 
we get to listen to the always-killer 
Stax duo.) 

One can’t help but feel the whole 
flick would have been much better 
served if Scott had shown some 
restraint and done away with most 
of the police side of the story. Even 
with Washington’s regimented read- 
ing, the real story here is Lucas’ and, 
who knows? Given a bit more 
breathing room, maybe it could have 
turned into a real classic instead of 
the drab display of solemnity play- 
ing movie theatres in its place.

There she meets a nice, if 
slightly maladjusted young security 
guard named Tom (Wes Bentley, — 
whom you may recall as the kid 
who was transfixed by a piece of 
wind-blown litter in Amencan 
Beauty). Tom seems like a sweet kid. 
He even asks her to stick around for 
the sad little Christmas dinner he’s 
made for himself in his drab, con- 
crete-walled office. Aww.. 

Of course, it doesn’t take long 
before Angela is knocked uncon- 
scious, shoved into a sexy evening 
gown, and chained to Tom’s Lucite 
folding table. 

But she escapes, and the next hour 
is a fairly predictable chase through 
the sub-levels of the parking garage, 
pursued by her obsessive suitor. 
Water mains explode, police are 
foiled, vicious guard dogs are 
stabbed in the eye. You know, the 
usual. 

Director Franck Khalfoun does a 
serviceable job ratcheting up the ten- 
sion, though things never quite 
reach edge-of-your-seat levels. 
Nichols screams and runs away 
from scary things pretty well, while 
Bentley has some genuinely impres- 
sive moments. His character is your 
stock oddball-loner-turned-homici- 
dal-maniac (implicit message: don’t 
trust nerds!), but he pulls it off with 
a real sense of menace.

and Vancouver, Kabuli Grill pre- 
sents the sort of generic atmosphere 
and systematized food presentation 
you'd expect from a chain. But if you 
happen to be vegetarian or you'd 
like to enjoy a meal no element of 
which has been plunged into a tank 
of boiling fat, there's reason to stop 
and take a look within. 

The marquee item of the Kabuli 
Grill menu is the combo plate. From 
a rather broad slate of selections, you 
can customize your meal around a 
base of rice (basmati or tandoori) or 
potatoes (spinach potatoes or 
mango-black pepper potatoes). 
Lentils are also standard on the 
combo plate and you can choose 
between curry lentils and masala 
lentils, the latter of which my server 
assured me was the spicier option. 
He also assured me that having a 
half-tandoori rice/half-spinach pota- 
to base for my combo was within 
my rights. Il asked him to plop some 
of the spicier lentils on top. 

Asa patron of the two-item 
combo ($8.79), I was further entitled 
toa vegetable selection and a meat 
selection. This was no easy feat. The 
choice among veg dishes alone 
included spinach and chickpeas, 
coconut carrots, fenugreek mush- 
rooms, masala green beans and veg- 
etable samosas. On the meat side | 
could choose from mango meatballs, 
lamb sausage, tandoori chicken, but- 
ter chicken, tamarind chicken, tropi- 
cal chicken and, that day’s special 
feature, brinjal baby back ribs. Mixed 
vegetables seemed the way to satisfy 
my desire for a varied plate, and 
though the ribs were calling to me 
strongly, | decided that butter chick- 
en might be a more substantial main 
dish. To this assortment of multi-

hued pools of food I added an order 
of naan bread ($0.99). 

It occurs to me now that Kabuli 
Grill’s decision to identify their food 
as “Indian-inspired” may have 
arisen from liability issues for, cer- 
tainly, someone expecting an Indian 
feast would be disappointed. My 
combo plate featured the colours 
and aromas of Indian food, but it 
didn’t really pass muster in the Indi- 
an flavour department. The textures 
were all there—aside from the 
doughy prefab naan bread, which 
added very little to the meal but 
bulk—but there wasn’t anything 
especially bold or assertive about the 
assembled tastes, at least not when 
considered individually. 

Oddly, the meal taken as a whole 
was much more savoury than any 
individual item, each of which tend- 
ed toward bland. The discreet bits of 
pineapple in the mixed vegetables 
stood out and the butter chicken was 
pleasantly rich, but the real hero of 
the meal was the bottle of habanero 
pepper sauce on hand to deliver the 
spiciness that didn’t even abide in 
the spicy lentils. I guess this is a haz- 
ard endemic to chain restaurants in 
general: erring on the side of safety 
when it comes to flavour to please as 
many palates as possible.

IN ORDER TO REALLY EXPERIENCE 
LIFE—capital-letters-italics-sort-of- 
life—LIFE in its most direct, messy, 
and unmediated form, Jack Kerouac 
hitched rides, paid bus fare, and 
drove dilapidated cars around 
America. 

The point wasn’t to get anywhere 
in particular; it was the road itself 
that was important, the ever-chang- 
ing panoply of experiences that 
could be gained through relentless 
travel. 

Even while staying in one city 
Kerouac couldn't sit still. And his 
way of life—romanticized and inac- 
curate as his portrayal of it was—has 
deeply influenced the generations 
that have followed him. Take Jack, 
the hero of David Rubinoff’s one- 
man play Stuck. 

In between taking drugs, drinking 
immoderately with overly friendly 
old women, cruising for sex, and try- 
ing to get a job as an actor, Jack 
spends his time looking at his life 
and philosophizing: 

“So this morning I get up and 
wander down to Dundas/To the 
World's Biggest Bookstore.../And 
Look till I find this book.../That 
explains every fuckin’ dream 
but mine!” 

The stanza breaks are deliberate: 
Workshop West's new production 


of Stuck is an extended poem—a 
drug-, sex-, and fear-induced frenzy 
of words that will dazzle and terrify 
anyone within earshot. 

Frank Zotter plays Jack, the young 
would-be actor who's so down on 
his luck that he'll give blowjobs for a 
“special mix of grass and no-name 
manmade shit.” 

His rich fantasy life, his minute-to- 
minute encounters, and his moder- 
nity-inspired malaise are all inspired 
by the Beats, reflected in the jumble 
of graphic, poetic words that Jack 
uses to entice and repulse his audi- 
ence. Zotter’s Jack is touching, a 
completely committed character 
w ho moves with the buoyancy and 
nervousness of a drug addict 

From the moment he enters the 
stage, Zotter commands the room— 
his lines and movements are the sole 
guiding force in the 75-minute piece, 
so Zotter has to be sure that the 
audience is immediately and 
completely with him. 

And we are: Zotter is as charming, 
whimsical, and funny a presence as 
you could hope for, luring us into 
Jack’s world before revealing its 
dark, violent side. 

When I read Rubinoff’s script, | 
was struck by how grim it seemed 
and wondered whether such a dark 
and extreme view of Toronto would 
be difficult to sit through. 

I don’t easily admit this, but my 
impression was entirely wrong— 
Zotter’s timing, energy, and thor- 
ough understanding of his character 
(characters, actually) brings out 


Stuck’s humour, giving a few cathar- 
tic moments of deep laughter before 
plunging into Jack’s troubled psy- 
che. And if some of the characters 
Jack encounters seem wildly 
improbable, they’re fully in \ keeping 
with the distorted perspective ofa 
drug addict. 

For example, Zotter’s characteri- 
zation of Mona—a grasping, 
hunched, haggard-voiced former 
child model who buys Jack drinks in 
a desperate bid for attention—may 
be bizarre, but it’s oddly believable if 
only because Jack believes so strong- 
ly in this vision of her. 

The set is simple, consisting of 
two matched and connected blocks 
that give Zotter an extra level and 
several nooks to play with. 

David Fraser's lighting is 
inspired, using bare essentials to 
create different spaces for Jack to 
travel through: when a row of four 
lights downstage left goes on and 
Jack walks through them, for 
instance, we instantly recognize 
that we're back on the street. 

And the street is Jack’s natural 
home. Like the Beats before him, 

Jack is forever taking to the road, 
even if he never strays beyond 
Toronto’s city limits. 

Through his travels he introduces 
us toa plethora of strange and won- 
derful characters—and he’s tops on 
that list—and by journey’s end, he’s 
reached a deeply disturbing, mov- 
ing, and profound understanding of 
the human experience

industry, Dust has shown an amaz- 
ing refusal to die. Mark Stubbings’ 
black comedy—about three hearse 
drivers whose hard-shelled indiffer- 
ence to the grief surrounding them 
develops some sizeable cracks when 
a young woman joms their team— 
has already been produced at 
NextFest and the Edmonton Fringe 
Festival. Now Stubbings’ script 
(which won the “Discovery” catego- 
ry in the 2003 Alberta Playwriting 
Competition) is getting exhumed all 
over again at the Arts Barns as part 
of the Indie 5 theatre series. 

SEE decided to take advantage of 
Stubbings’ standing as the Edmon- 
ton stage’s leading expert on bucket- 
kicking by asking him a few ques- 
tions about death, funerals, and the 
great beyond. His answers were sur- 
prisingly lively. 

Does the ition have 
a different Mapaercir) ttitude toward funerals 
than their parents and grandpar- 








ents? 

I think it has become less of a taboo 
to talk about death openly over the 
years. So I think the younger genera- 
tion has been prepared to deal with 
the funeral process more so. We are 
the Six Feet Under generation. 


Open casket funerals: morbid 
North American custom or 
welcome last chance to be with a 
loved one? 

The fact that you are pretty much 
viewing a plastic (in)action figure 
version of your loved one-after all 
the embalming and reconstruction? 


I'd say morbid custom. 


Would you ever want to become a

ion? 


No, [have a bad habit of putting my 
foot in my mouth in awkward situa- 


tions and that doesn’t really fly with 
the bereaved. Advantages: I spoke to 
a few who said the job was really 
rewarding, that they do a lot of good 
for people in their time of need. And 
getting dibs on a good cemetery plot 
would be nice. I think the drawback 
would be nine-to-five sadness. 


What was the first funeral you ever 
attended?

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Pushing up crazies 


Madness (and crossdressing) reign supreme in What the Butler Saw

OF ALL THEATRICAL GENRES, FARCE IS 
perhaps the trickiest to stage flaw- 
lessly. (Not counting 21-man human 

pyramids, of course.) Play it too 
cist and you risk missing the 
brunt of the humour. Play it too 
recklessly for laughs, and the audi- 
ence’s suspension of disbelief is shat- 
tered beyond repair. Studio The- 
atre’s production of Joe Orton’s What 
the Butler Saw leans more toward the 
“wink and a nudge” school of 
thought—sometimes throwing in a 
vicious elbow to the gut for good 
measure, 

Garett Spelliscy, who gives the 
evening’s most deadpan perfor- 
mance (at least compared to some of 
his colleagues), is Dr. Prentice, a psy- 
chiatrist who as the play begins, is 
attempting to seduce the young 
Geraldine Barclay (Jennifer Fader), 
who hopes to become his new secre- 
tary. In typical farce fashion, Pren- 
tice’s wife walks in during this 
“interview,” forcing the good doctor 
to hide the object of his lust behind a 
curtain. This simple action opens up 
a Pandora’s box of unintended con- 
sequences, and the increasingly fran- 
tic action and the increasingly outra- 
geous revelations about the various 
characters’ private lives (including 
Mrs. Prentice’s nymphomaniacal 
trysts with hotel bellboys) never let 
up until the play’s climax. 

Completed shortly before Orton’s 
murder by his lover in 1967, What the 
Butler Saw is a sly jab—okay, a 
downright unsubtle slap—at the 
repressed British bourgeoisie of the 
1960s. Attitudes towards sexuality, 
class barriers, gender politics, and 
the slippery definition of “sanity” 
are all taken apart and turned on 
their head—it’s one of those rare 
comic plays that’s entertaining and 
vividly funny just on the page. 

But it can be downright explosive

onstage, and this production does a 
good job of juggling its many com- 
bustible elements. Spelliscy finds a 
way to keep the audience empathiz- 
ing with Dr. Prentice’s predica- 
ment—even though he really 
doesn’t have anyone to blame for his 
situation besides himself. (And some 
incredibly bad luck. And a gleefully 
sadistic playwright.) Stacy Berg is 
convincingly coitus-hungry as his 
sex-crazed spouse, while Ryan Park- 
er attacks his role as visiting asylum 
inspector Dr. Rance (who just might 
be the most deranged person 
onstage) with Col. Klink-like enthu- 
siasm. Parker risks going too far 
over the top with his performance, 
but for the most part he manages to 
keep his madness in check. 

Which is more that can be said for 
most of Orton's characters. There are 


instances where the momentum of 
the play seems a half-step too fast or 
slow, and a few potentially funny 
lines fall flat due to awkward timing, 
But that’s not too much of a problem 
in a play like this one; when outra- 
geous events fly by as quickly and 
thickly as they do here, a flubbed 
line here and there (obviously the 
result of opening night jitters) regis- 
ters more as a missed opportunity 
than a genuine flaw in the produc- 
tion 

Despite the occasional stumble 
and the uneven British accents, 
director Ron Jenkins nails Orton‘s 
irreverent spirit. What the Buller Saw 
may no longer seem as scandalous 
as it did when it premiered, but it’s 
every bit as funny. Edna Welthorpes 
of the world, beware!

ments, its difficulties—some more 


than others. There’s always an odd 
cousin, a slacker brother, an enabler, 
or an addict. Perfect families may 
only exist on television—and even 
those fictional clans went extinct 
around the time The Walfons went 
off the air. Cathleen Rootsaert’s new 
play Choke isn’t interested in the per- 
fect family, or even a truly dysfunc- 
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etters 


tional one; rather, Choke follows 
one member of an unsuccessful 
family through a journey of self- 
discovery that affects his entire life 
as well as that of his mother and 
brother. 

Dylan (Kevin Corey) is a loser in 
his late twenties who still lives at 
home with his nurse mother, Cather- 
ine (Maralyn Ryan). He spends his 
days smoking pot, playing endless 
videogames, and worrying about his 
future without taking any action to 
better his life. Dylan’s older brother 
Greg (Chris Bullough) isn’t much 
better—he’s been employed in the 
same dead-end job for 15 years, has 
kept his fiancée hanging for six 
years, and refuses to take responsi- 
bility for his many duplicitous 
actions. Catherine, a classic “sup- 
portive” mom, allows her boys to 
get away with just about anything— 
except, of course, swearing in her 
presence—all the while trying to 
boost their supposedly fragile egos. 

What starts out as a more realistic 
version of Failure to Launch changes 
course near the end of the first act, 
when Catherine suffers a stroke, 
leaving the right side of her body 
paralyzed and severely impairing 
her speech. Suddenly the perennial 
caregiver must be cared for, a 
situation that presents her two lazy 
and self-centred sons with a dilem- 
ma about their lives, their mother, 
and the best choice they can make 
for her. 

Onoke isn’t your average family 
dramedy—with its frequent reliance 








on ridiculous bits of stage business, 
the play's comedic aspects take 
precedence over its emotional con- 
tent. Granted, some of these broader 
moments reveal a lot about these 
two brothers, as in the opening 
scenes where Greg tries to help 
Dylan with his girl problems by pre- 
tending to be a girl himself. His pos- 
turing and mincing are amusing (as 
is the idea that Dylan could possibly 
get better at talking to women by 
practicing with his commitment- 
phobic brother), but the scene has lit- 
tle bearing on the rest of the play. 
Chokes choppy structure hampers 
it as well. The script consists of so 
many tiny scenes separated by 
monologues from Dylan (actually, a 
series of e-mails addressed to his 
Korean girlfriend / prospective mail 
order bride) that there's scant time 
for the action to build momentum or 
the characters to build organically 
Still, it must be said that Corey 
delivers those monologues beauti- 
fully, judiciously revealing small 


$ 


moments of emotion and character, 
slowly letting Dylan become an 
actual individual rather than a 
stereotypical ungrateful child. Ryan 
is strong as the mother, particularly 
in the scenes after Catherine’s stroke 
when her confusion and inability to 
communicate present a host of tech- 
nical acting challenges. But Ryan 
finds a way to let Catherine's small 
moments of frustration, grief, and 
humour shine, and her performance 
is probably Chokes highlight. Bul- 
lough, meanwhile, seems to have 
started Greg on too high a note, leav- 
ing himself little room to grow in the 
scenes that call for larger emotional 
responses. 

Chole has the opposite problem, 
however—tt starts off small and 
doesn’t go as big as you think it will 
Despite the rambunctious perfor- 
mances and a premise with lots of 
potential for black comedy and high 
emotion, it’s a strangely unemotion- 
al piece of theatre.
